It all started 25 years ago on a bus headed 
southbound from Boston. Two friends, who happen to be 
bibliophiles, entertained an idea to start a monthly book 
club with an eye toward classical literature. The idea of 
Eleanor Hartstone - now deceased - and Dagmar Unhoch 
demonstrated real staying power, as last Sunday, October 
3, new and old members of the Marion Book Study Group 
gathered to celebrate 25 years of literature and friendship. 
The special event at Elizabeth Taber Library also 
showcased the art of member Judith Rosbe, who created 
unique photographs of each member. 

The group "allows me to read without feeling 
guilty'' joked Chrissie Bascom, a longtime member of the 
club, at the event. Another loyal member, Trudy Kingery 
also remarked on the ''great variety of interesting women" 
who attend the book meetings. 

Although members have moved away or died 
over the years, and the the group has added members, 
many of the original members are still in the group, 
including Ms. Bascom and Ms. Unhoch. Currently 
approximately 19 women participate in the group. 
Although the group originally concentrated on classics, 
the group now typically reads contemporary fiction. To 
honor its start in classics, however, the group is planning 
to discuss the classic. The Bostonians, by Henry James at its 
October meeting. 

On October 3 at the special reception at the 
library book club member Ms. Rosbe honored the group 
by creating individualized collage portraits of each 
member superimposed on a page of text from a book 
that she has selected for the group to read.

Local Historian Talks Education

This past Saturday, October 2, Natalie 
Hemingway, a public school music educator, and 
historical impersonator, gave a presentation on the history 
of education, with a more specific look at the schools 
and teaching methods in Fairhaven. The Southeastern 
Massachusetts Smith College Club held this particular 
program at the Mattapoisett Free Public Library, and 
provided tasty apple cider and donuts. 

Ms. Hemingway began her performance by 
introducing herself as "Jane Allen," a woman born 
in Fairhaven in 1820 who attended the first schools 
built there. Ms. Allen's father was a ship-builder. Ms. 
Hemingway showed the audience a copy of the book she 
was reading, which was titled "The Kindergarten" and 
was published in 1871. The German word "Kindergarten" 
translates to "a garden for children" and the book 
"encourages young children to come together. 

In 1824, at the age of four, Ms. Allen attended

one of the first children's groups. The mothers took 
turns instructing the children around a fireplace inside 
their homes. Then in 1828, the stone schoolhouse in 
Fairhaven was built, which Ms. Allen attended from the 
time she was eight until she was 16. Still in character, Ms. 
Hemingway said: 'T went all the way through. It was 
on Bread and Cheese Lane.'' At the age of 16, Ms. Allen 
became a teacher in a near-by district. 

At that time, there were 19 districts in Fairhaven, 
ranging from Freetown to West Island. This allowed 
children to walk to a school within two miles of their 
home. Some young men brought guns with them to 
school, so that if they should happen to see a rabbit on 
their way, they could bring home dinner.

Ms. Hemingway described how the one-room 
schoolhouses were built, with the back of the building 
facing North and windows along the East and West-facing 
sides, in order to allow the sunlight in over the students' 
shoulders. The students would have the same teacher 
for eight years, and the younger children would hear the 
lessons taught to the older children. 

In addition to talking about the first early 
education schoolhouses, Ms. Hemingway also discussed 
The Academy, a school built in 1880 for higher education. 
The Academy is still intact today and sits right behind the 
Fairhaven High School. Ms. Hemingway made a point of 
saying, "it's the same today. You can go and see it." 

Ms. Hemingway went over a list of teacher's 
responsibilities, which included filling and cleaning 
lamps, hauling buckets of water, coal and wood into 
the schoolhouse, making pens. She noted that if the 
teacher was a woman, she generally would not marry. 
The students often were tardy in the mornings, due to a 
number of chores and work that needed to be completed 
on the farms where they lived. Also, the schoolhouse 
would be cold in the mornings, and the children knew it 
would be warmer the later they arrived. 

Ms. Hemingway, who in fact graduated from 
Fairhaven High School in 1948, ended her presentation 
as Jane Allen, and then answered questions about the 
current education system. Her research and wisdom on 
the subject are excellent, and fortunately, Ms. Hemingway 
is a local historian, and there will be more opportunities 
to see her performances in the future.

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Wineberg is stepping down from the committee, thus the 
selectmen decided to appoint one of their own to fill his 
position. ''It makes sense because this is a big deal. We 
need to find out the intricacies of what's happening," 
Chairman Blanchette said. As such, the board approved 
Selectman Gushing to serve as ex officio member of the 
committee. 

In the meantime. Chairman Blanchette urged any 
individuals interested in an additional opening on the 
committee to contact the selectmen office. 

Mr. Dawson subsequently opened a discussion 
on a potential cell tower in the back of the Marion Social 
Club building. He said a cell phone company is interested 
in erecting a 130-foot tower on this town-owned land. 
Chairman Blanchette noted that modern towers "are like 
a flagpole and a tree" and expressed strong support for 
the tower and the extra tax revenue it will generate. 

A discussion then explored whether the Future of 
Fire Chief Study Committee needs to continue its research 
efforts. Chairman Blanchette and Selectman Cushing 
agreed that the committee still should investigate topics 
including the possible merging of the EMS under the 
fire department and personnel changes. Mr. Dawson 
suggested that the committee be renamed as the Fire 
Department Study Committee. 

The vacancy of the Building Commissioner 
position also was discussed at length. Mr. Dawson said he 
was unable to find neighbor towns interested in sharing 
a commissioner. He thus requested guidance from the 
board on how to proceed. Chairman Blanchette expressed 
strong support for a full-time building commissioner 
due to the increased number of applicants seeking to add 
additions to their homes. Also, he said the commissioner's 
role as the Zoning Board of Appeals' Enforcement Arm 
requires a strong presence. The chairman pointed out that

Selectman Henry - who was not present at the meeting - 
has publicly declared a preference for a part-time position. 

Per the town administrator's recommendation, 
the board ultimately decided to appoint DPW's Scott 
Shippey as the Interim Building Commissioner. They 
decided to postpone a final decision on the make-up 
of the position until Selectman Henry could join the 
discussion. 

At this point, Mr. Dawson announced that a 
special town meeting will take place on November 15 at 
7:00 pm and likely will include three articles. The board 
scheduled a special meeting for October 13 to sign and 
close the warrant on that matter. 

Mr. Dawson then led a discussion on new water 
meters set for installation in the homes of local residents. 
He noted that the installation could offer an opportunity 
for a third-party to investigate whether residents illegally 
connect to the tower sewer. "There are illegal connections. 
It is a huge problem. It is the perfect time to eradicate 
storm water that is not supposed to go into the sewer 
system,'' he said. 

Although Chairman Blanchette agreed, he 
said viable alternatives should be spelled out to assist 
offenders who are unable to channel stormwater 
into the street due to town restrictions. Selectman 
Cushing suggested creating a database of unauthorized 
connections so the town could get started on installing 
the meters. Mr. Dawson decided to discuss with an

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engineering firm the situation for advice on how to 
proceed. 

At this point, Mr. Dawson reminded boards that 
monies to be spent on consulting work by an applicant are 
required by law to go through a bidding process. 

In correspondence, the board voted to formally 
support the work of the Coalition of Buzzards Bay, who 
is working with the state Attorney General to increase 
federal protections of the bay The board also officially 
issued a proclamation to recognize the month of October 
as Domestic Violence Awareness Month. Further, it 
was announced that an area on the lower portion of the 
Weweantic River is open for shell fishing. 

The board discussed at length correspondence 
received from Bay Watch Realty Trust's attorney Theodore 
Regnante, addressing a proposed 168-unit affordable 
housing complex slated for construction on Route 105 
(Front Street) 

In an "inflammatory letter" - as described by Mr 
Dawson - Mr Regnante claimed that the town is trying 
to obstruct Baywatch Realty from receiving its building

Board Approves Two ANRs 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Vice Chair Gary Florindo 
at 7:08 pm on Tuesday, October 5 at the Rochester Town 
Hall. Board members in attendance included John 
DeMaggio, Dan McGaffey Gary Florindo, Ben Bailey and 
Secretary 

Shirley Darcy Chairman Arnold Johnson arrived later in 
the meeting. Board member Susan Peterson and Town 
Planner John Charbonneau did not attend. 

The meeting scheduled for Tuesday, September 
28, was postponed due to an insufficient amount of 
board members present. As such, the board tackled two 
Approval Not Required (ANR) Applications intended 
for the previous meeting. It was decided that all regular 
meeting items, including minutes, vouchers, and the 
Town Planner's Report, would be saved until the next 
meeting on Tuesday, October 12. 

The first application was filed by Robert 
Lawrence regarding a property at 293 Hartley Road. 
Mr. Lawrence explained to the Board that his father had 
built an addition to the current property in 1955, but 
the addition butts right up against the property line. 
Mr. Lawrence's son now owns the property, and Mr. 
Lawrence is requesting a half-acre expansion to create a 
''more sizeable lot." Mr. Lawrence intends to put the rest 
of the land into conservation. 
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Mr. Bailey asked the Board to "accept the plan as 
proposed/' and the motion passed unanimously. 

The second ANR application was submitted by 
James Kane for A.D. Makepeace Co. The property in 
question is for two lots on Cross and County Roads. Robin 
Carver was present as a representative for Mr. Kane. Ms. 
Carver explained that the property is surrounded by 
bogs, and that there is a 150 foot buffer zone around the 
property, which is in place to protect the two "different 
operations; cranberry bogs /farming and housing." Ms. 
Carver also said there "will be a substantial wooded area" 
due to the "no-cut zone." Mr. McGaffey commented that 
the town of Rochester is vigilant about keeping this a 
farming town. Mr. DeMaggio had a question about an 
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exception to the buffer zone law, which Ms. 

Carver explained is to allow a possible drive-way to run 

through it. ''That would be 

the only thing that would be allowed/' she said. 

The location of a well also was discussed, because 
there are certain requirements regarding set-backs from 
lot lines and general placement, which Chairman Johnson 
addressed with "considering the size of these lots it 
shouldn't be an issue." 

Mr. Florindo asked about how power would be 
installed on the lots, which Ms. Carver answered, "I don't 
know. If we sell separately, than I guess each lot would be 
responsible for running its own power line. It would be 
more efficient for them to share a line." Mr. Bailey then 
made a motion to accept the plan as proposed. It was 
seconded by Mr. McGaffey and passed unanimously. 

The next regular meeting of the Planning Board 
will be held on Tuesday, October 12. 
With nothing left on the agenda, the meeting was 
adjourned at 7:38 pm. 

Tri-Town To Renegotiate ORCTV Contract

A joint meeting of the Tri-Town Boards 
of Selectmen was called to order by Mattapoisett 
Chairman Jordan Collyer on September 29 at 7:00 pm 
in the Old Rochester Regional High School media 
room. In attendance were Marion Selectmen Stephen 
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Gushing, Jonathan Henry and Roger Blanchette, 
and Town Administrator Paul Dawson. Rochester 
Selectmen Richard Nunes and Naida Parker and Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Mattapoisett 
Selectman George Randall and Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne also were present. 

As the first item of business, Mr. Gagne led a 
discussion about Old Rochester Community Television 
(ORCTV) and the upcoming expiration of its five- 
year contract on October 31. Mr. Gagne explained that 
ORCTV s contract stems from PEG Cable Access Service's 
contract with Comcast, which requires under law that 
four percent of revenues are returned to towns for public 
access, government and educational programming. 

"Fm a strong believer in the mechanism of using 
television as a provider of information of all things 
government,'' Mr. Gagne said, asserting that an informed 
public makes for smoother town meetings. He noted that 
Mattapoisett is running a series of programs on articles 
up for vote at Mattapoisett' s special town meeting on 
October 12. 

Under the agreement between the Tri-Town 
and ORCTV established about five-and-a-half years ago 
when the station was established, Mattapoisett reserved 
a portion of the proceeds to do its own government 
programming. Mattapoisett is the only town in the 
Tri-Town that has this arrangement. According to Mr. 
Collyner and Mr. Gagne, Mattapoisett currently receives 
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$10,000 per year to do government programming. Mr. 
Collyer said that Mattapoisett cable receipts allow for 
the dispersion of $110,000, so the $10,000 received by the 
town is a small fraction for programming one spoke of the 
three-spoke public access-education-government wheel. 

To that end, Mr. Gagne said the town hopes to 
negotiate a new contract so the town receives a larger slice 
of the $110,000 pie to improve and enhance government 
programming. 

'I'm worried about this being the beginning of 
the end, the kiss of death for ORCTV,'' Marion Selectman 
Blanchette responded. He said Mattapoisett claiming 
more money could hinder or ultimately eliminate 
ORCTV's ability to make ends meet.

Mr. Blanchette pushed Mr. Gagne to offer specific 
numbers on how much money Mattapoisett is seeking 
to further its self -run government programming. "If we 
are taking about $40,000 or $50,000, you're talking about 
destroying ORCTV,'' he said. 

"It was well understood that Mattapoisett would 
retain the government spoke of the wheel. We've been 
doing it for $10,000 per year. We've positioned ourselves 
to provide access on a very limited budget," Mr. Colly er 
responded. "We're talking less than 10 percent, and we're 
still providing extensive coverage," he added, saying that 
the goal of the discussion was "not to railroad anyone or 
run the organization out of business." 

ORCTV Board Member Drew Jeffrey then 
weighed in, arguing that the station would like the board 
to at least renew the contract for another year so the 
station can uphold its contracts. "This should give us time 
to do the right thing," he said, arguing that the extra time 
would allow for more thorough negotiations. He stated 
that the contract is an aggregate one between all three 
towns and the station. 

Mr. Blanchette again urged the Mattapoisett 
representatives to estimate how much money they are 
looking to acquire for expanded services. Mr. Gagne 
refused to answer, saying that the town needs to evaluate 
the costs of additional equipment. He added that the 
towns would benefit from re-examining all aspects of 
ORCTV's five-year contract and determine how well it 
fulfilled it. 

"Our goal is not to bury ORCTV," Mr. Collyer 
emphasized. 

Marion Selectman Henry then said, "You kind 
of dropped another shoe when you talk about taking 
another look at the contract. That is more complex 
than renewing it."

LaCamera added that he supports a one-year contract 
extension to allow time for longer negotiations and to 
ensure the survival of the station. 

In response to a direct question from Mr. Collyer 
about its budget, ORCTV Director Kim Miot said that the 
current budget "barely covers'' the station's costs, and 
that in total the station receives $272,000 from all towns 
to operate. The station also receives up to $10,000 in grant 
monies, she said. 

Mr. Collyer asked the ORCTV board to identify 
how much time they need to fulfill their own contracts. 
Mr. Jeffrey again requested a one-year extension. At 
this point, all three boards voted to approve a one-year 
contract extension for ORCTV. In addition, the boards

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decided to appoint a small committee with selectmen 
representatives and town administrators to begin the 
negotiations within the next two weeks. 

In the second item of business, the boards 
discussed what to expect for Fiscal Year 2012 (FY' 12) 
in both local and regional costs shared by the three 
communities. 

Mr. LaCamera expressed concern about 
Rochester's FY'12 budget. He said the town received 
$144,000, a one-time windfall of federal money for 
education, and encouraged the other towns receiving 
money to put it aside for the FY' 12 budget. 

Mr. Dawson, Marion's town administrator, 
said that Superintendent Douglas White is seeking to 
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begin conversations about the following year's school 
budget earlier, especially in light of pending teacher 
union negotiations. Mr. LaCamera agreed to coordinate a 
conversation with the superintendent on budget matters. 
"It is a perfect opportunity to start a new approach," he 
said. 

In a follow-up note from a previous meeting, 
Mr. Gagne said an attempt to receive more bids for 
Mattapoisett's recycling services did not lead to a change 
in provider. However, he said the act of putting out the 
Request for Proposals prompted the current provider to 
lower the rates for the town. "It was an exercise, but it did 
save us money," Mr. Gagne said. 

Both Rochester and Marion expressed satisfaction 
at their current arrangement to share recycling services 
and indicated no need to seek alternatives. 

Mr. Collyer commented that projected increases 
in trash removal services require the towns to seek other 
places to save money in the long term. 

The boards then scheduled its next joint hearing 
for December 1. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the boards voted 
to adjourn at 7:52 pm.

Board was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on 
Monday, October 4, at 7:15 pm in the Marion Town Hall. 
Also present were board members Joseph Napoli, Tom 
Magauran, Steve Gonsalves, John Sweeney, Ray Crowley, 
Sherman Briggs and Planning Board Secretary Terri 
Santos. 

As the first order of business, the board entered 
into a pre-submission conference with Nathan Canto 
regarding a potential proposal to authorize two parking 
spaces on the Point Road side of the 119 Wareham Street 
property. 

Mr. Gonsalves offered his support for the idea, 
but both Mr. Ryder and Mr. Magauran expressed concern 
about the safety hazard of the spots because of its 
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proximity to the corner curb. "It's 30 feet at most from the 
intersection/' Mr. Magauran noted. 

Mr. Magauran then offered a short history of 
the site plan, which was approved five years ago by the 
board. He said part of the approval was hinged on the 
developer's agreement that no parking spots be placed on 
that side of the property. He said the developer had later 
requested again that the spots be allowed, but the board 
rejected the proposal. 

"You are within your rights to seek another site 
plan change with parking on that side of the building, but 
my opinion hasn't changed," he said. 

Mr. Canto explained that he is seeking the 
addition of two spots to accommodate customers of a 



photography studio on the first floor. Further, he said future 
tenants of six affordable units on the second floor would 
use the spots. 

Ms. Crowley weighed in with the remark that the 
shell driveway is ill advised. "Lime and roadies do not go 
well together," she said. 

Noting the financial constraints of the property 
owner, Mr. Canto said, "The owner of the building is so 
far in the red." He said it took six months for the owner 
to decide whether he was going to pursue the project. The 
board recommended that he work from the original site 
plan to save costs. 

The board then approved a bill for $656.25 for 
work by Field Engineering on the proposed site plan 
for Cumberland Farms that the board rejected in early 
September. 

Then a discussion ensued about a recent 
Selectmen's meeting that explored the future work and 
composition of the 2015 Committee, which will develop 
new mixed-use, neighborhood overlay district zoning. 
Mr. Magauran said he is encouraging the committee to 
work with the Finance Committee and Assessors' Office to 
determine "how this would impact us from a tax revenue 
perspective." Also, he recommended the committee 
explore the overall economic impact with the recognition 
that building owners are having a difficult time filling 
retail space. He said that the new mixed-use zoning could 
possibly bring 10 to 15 percent more revenue to the town.

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Blood Apples

The Legend 

On the surface, Caleb Duffy 
seemed like every other law-abiding 
man in the town of Metacom, 
Masssachusetts. He was a grocer, 
and he owned a grocery store in the 
village center. Strangely enough, 
he chose to live in isolation on the 
old dirt road that had once been a 
Wampanoag trail. In fact, he had built 
his home at the site of a particularly 
bloody battle from the King Philip's 
War. 

The apple tree was already there when Caleb built the house. 
He didn't want to remove the tree, since it bore so much fruit and 
it provided shade in the summer. In fact, the tree became a strange 
companion to Caleb over the years, and the townspeople often 
observed Caleb, as he got older, taking his meals alone under the 
tree. 

The tree's fruit grew in abundance, and despite trying to 
sell the apples in his store for several years, they went uneaten 
because of a strange anomaly. The center of the apple contained 
the expected star of apple seeds, but was surrounded by a strange 
red globule. For this reason, the locals called the fruit "Blood 
Apples" and were repulsed by it, despite Caleb's insistence that it 
was the sweetest tasting substance on earth. 

Caleb, already a loner and a hermit, withdrew further and 
further over the years. His voracious appetite for the apples never 
waned, and it was said that, even when he was too sick to eat 
solid food and lacked teeth to chew, he took a pint of applesauce 
every day, made from the apples of the tree.

In every evolutionary chain, there is a creature completely 
lacking the fortitude and instinct needed for survival. In the 
modern day of medicine and antibiotics, the Darwinistic dunce 
survives to adulthood to become a liability for the rest of 
humanity. 

Such was Jonesy Milton, a dopey, modern-day Ichabod 
Crane who loped along, completely oblivious to his surroundings. 
Jonesy moved to Metacom to live in the old house he bought at 
auction for a mere $50,000. What a steal! What a bargain! he 
thought to himself. 

Jonesy didn't need much to survive. A guitar, some rations, 
and some books were all the bohemian English teacher needed. 
Jonesy was the newest teacher at Metacom High School, and 
his dreams centered around fixing up the decaying house, and 
inspiring students to love reading. 

Yes, he was dopey, but he was also gentle and harmless - in 
the beginning.

On the Road Again

The Social Network. Starring Jesse Eisenberg and 
Justin Timberlake. Directed by David Fincher. 
Running time: 120 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

There are twenty Erica Albrights on Facebook. 
At least three of them are fake, and at least one of them, 
I suspect, is an account created to promote The Social 
Network. Erica Albright, see, is the nonexistent-in-real- 
life college girl (played by Rooney Mara) who breaks 
what passes for Mark Zuckerberg's heart in the movie's 
opening scene. Erica Albright is, if you will, Zuckerberg's 
Rosebud, the motivation for a bright kid to become a 
lonely billionaire. The Social Network, sharply written by 
Aaron Sorkin and directed at a blistering clip by David 
Fincher, is a good story well-told. But the accolades 
comparing it, as a cinematic achievement and not just in a 
thematic sense, to Citizen Kane are more than a little nuts. 

Zuckerberg is played by Jesse Eisenberg, who 
pulls off something fairly tricky. Zuckerberg, in this film, 
shows very little emotion — he might be stirred to open 
disdain if sufficiently riled up. Eisenberg makes his face 
an impassive mask throughout, except when Zuckerberg 
is languishing in depositions, in which case he scowls 
the scowl of an entitled lad who can't believe he's being 
made to waste time niggling over legal issues with toads. I 
think he smiles maybe twice, when introduced to Napster 
creator and bad boy Sean Parker (Justin Timberlake), who 
wants in on this new hot thing Zuckerberg's put together 
called The Facebook. "Drop the 'the," Sean advises in 
passing. "Just Facebook. It's cleaner." 

Eisenberg and everyone else in The Social Network 
(I keep wanting to type The Social Contract, and indeed 
Zuckerberg might sympathize with Rousseau's "Man 
is born free, but he is everywhere in chains") speaks at 
roughly the speed of light, the better to strafe the audience 
with Aaron Sorkin's hot- lead dialogue. The script, I take 
it, has little more than a passing acquaintance with what 




actually happened between Zuckerberg and his Harvard 
cronies; the film is positioned as a larger thing than an 
accurate transcript. "Is this a parable?" asks Zuckerberg 
when Sean Parker talks about the man who created 
Victoria's Secret and killed himself because it went huge 
after he sold it. Maybe Sean's story isn't, but the one 
about Zuckerberg most definitely is. 

It boils down to the good old bromide "Money 
can't buy you love." If you don't want to go as far back as 
Citizen Kane, you need only look to the Beatles — whose 
"Baby, You're a Rich Man" plays importantly at the end. 
In other words, if you're living paycheck to paycheck and 
didn't go to Harvard and wonder if you can afford braces 
for your kid, don't feel bad; at least you ha.YQ friends , 
unlike that poor bastard who made it possible for millions 
of people worldwide to connect but, as the movie would 
have it, sits alone with his equivalent of Charles Foster 
Kane's deathbed snow-globe, a lap-top that he keeps 
refreshing. It's a neat way to top off the movie. A little 
too neat. The Social Network stomps the gas and rockets 
along; it can be entertaining as hell, but if it were to slow 
down you might ask inopportune questions like. Why are 
we watching rich kids fight over percentages, or Why does 
the movie look so deathly drab as if this were King Lear 
or something, or Why is this even a movie? Zuckerberg 
is basically Richie Rich without a Gloria. Duly noted, but 
it's not the Zeitgeist tragedy everyone is selling it as. The 
film played well for me while it was playing — I wasn't 
bored. But it's far from the best movie I've seen this year 
— it isn't even the best movie I've seen this week.
